Lead detective confuses key details 

PRETORIA, South Africa -- The that police were trying to give the anything inconsistent with the ver- Elotha if Steenkamp's body showed 


detective leading the police inves¬ 
tigation into Oscar Pistorius' fatal 
shooting of his girlfriend offered 
confusing testimony Wednesday, 
at one point agreeing with the ath¬ 
lete's defense that officers had no 
evidence challenging the runner's 
claim he accidentally killed her. 

Testimony by Detective Warrant 
Officer Hilton Botha of the South 
African Police Service left pros¬ 
ecutors rubbing their temples, only 
able to look down at their notes as 
he misjudged distances and ac¬ 
knowledged a forensics team left 
in the toilet bowl one of the bullet 
slugs fired at Reeva Steenkamp. 

However, Botha still poked holes 
in Pistorius' own account that he 
feared for his life and opened fire 
on Valentine's Day after mistaking 
Steenkamp for an intruder. 

The second day of the bail hear¬ 
ing in a case that has riveted South 
Africa and much of the world ap¬ 
peared at first to go against the 
double-amputee runner, with pros¬ 
ecutors saying a witness can tes¬ 
tify to hearing "non-stop talking, 
like shouting" between 2 a.m. and 
3 a.m. before the predawn shoot¬ 
ing on Feb. 14. 

However, Botha later said under 
cross examination that the person 
who overheard the argument was 
in a house more than 650 yards 
from where the shooting occurred 
- or more than 2,000 feet or four 
city blocks away - in Pistorius' 
gated community in the suburbs of 
South Africa's capital, Pretoria. 

Later, prosecutor Gerrie Nel 
questioned Botha again and the 
detective acknowledged the dis¬ 
tance was much closer. But con¬ 
fusion reigned for much of his tes¬ 
timony, when at one point Botha 
said officers found syringes and 
steroids in Pistorius' bedroom. Nel 
quickly cut the officer off and said 
the drugs were actually testoster¬ 
one. 

Pistorius' lead defense lawyer, 
Barry Roux, asserted when ques¬ 
tioning the detective -- who has 16 
years' experience as a detective 
and 24 years with the police - that 
it was not a banned substance and 


discovery a "negative connota¬ 
tion." 

"It is an herbal remedy," Roux 
said. "It is not a steroid and it is not 
a banned substance." 

The name of the drug, offered 
later in court by Roux, could not 
be immediately found in refer¬ 
ence materials by The Associated 
Press. A spokesman for prosecu¬ 
tors later said there was an error 
in a detective's testimony when he 
identified a substance police found 
in the athlete's bedroom as testos¬ 
terone. 

Medupe Simasiku, a spokes¬ 
man for South Africa's National 
Prosecution Agency, said it is too 
early to identify the substance as it 
is still undergoing laboratory tests. 

Simasiku said it is "not certain" 
what the substance is. 

Pistorius, 26, said in an affidavit 
read in court Tuesday that he and 
his 29-year-old girlfriend had gone 
to bed and that when he awoke 
during the night he detected what 
he thought was an intruder in the 
bathroom. He testified that he 
grabbed his 9 mm pistol and fired 
into the door of a toilet enclosed 
in the bathroom, only to discover 
later to his horror that Steenkamp 
was there, mortally wounded. 

Asked if the police found any¬ 
thing inconsistent with the version 
of events presented by Pistorius, 
Detective Warrant Officer Hilton 
Botha responded that they had 
not. He later said nothing contra¬ 
dicted the police's version either. 

Pistorius, the first Paralympian 
runner to compete at the Olympics, 
is charged with premeditated mur¬ 
der in the case. 

The prosecution attempted 
to cement its argument that the 
couple had a shouting match, that 
Steenkamp fled and locked herself 
into the toilet stall of the bathroom 
and that Pistorius fired four shots 
through the door, hitting her with 
three bullets. 

Botha said: "I believe that he 
knew that Reeva was in the bath¬ 
room and he shot four shots 
through the door." 

But asked if the police found 


anything 

sion of events presented by Pis¬ 
torius, Botha responded that they 
had not. He later said nothing con¬ 
tradicted the police's version either. 

Nel projected a plan of the bed¬ 
room and bathroom in the court¬ 
room and argued that Pistorius 
had to walk past his bed to get to 
the bathroom and could not have 
done so without realizing that 
Steenkamp was not in the bed. 

"There's no other way of getting 
there," Nel said. 

Botha said the trajectory of the 
bullets showed the gun was fired 
pointed down and from a height. 
This seems to conflict with Pisto¬ 
rius' statement Tuesday, because 
the athlete said that he did not 
have on his prosthetics and on 
his stumps and feeling vulnerable 
because he was in a low position 
when he opened fired. 

Officers also found .38-caliber 
pistol rounds in a safe, which Botha 
said Pistorius owned illegally and 
for which he said the athlete would 
be charged with a crime. However, 
Botha also acknowledged investi¬ 
gators didn't take photographs of 
the ammunition and let Pistorius' 
supporters at the crime scene take 
them away. 

Botha said the holster for the 9 
mm pistol was found under the left 
side of the bed, the side on which 
Steenkamp slept. He 
also implied it would 
have been impossible 
for Pistorius to get the 
gun without checking 
to see if Steenkamp 
was there. Roux later 
argued that Pistorius 
had suffered an injury 
to his right shoulder 
and wore a "medical 
patch" the night of the 
killing which forced him 
to sleep on the left side 
of the bed. 

Steenkamp was 
shot in the head over 
her right ear and in her 
right elbow and hip, 
breaking her arm and 
hip, Botha said. How¬ 
ever, Roux later asked 


i if Steenkamp's body showed 
"any pattern of defensive wounds." 
The detective said no. 

Botha also said the shots were 
fired from 1.5 meters (five feet), 
and that police found three spent 
cartridges in the bathroom and one 
in the hallway connecting the bath¬ 
room to the bedroom. However, 
later on cross-examination by the 
defense, Botha said he wasn't a fo¬ 
rensics expert and couldn't answer 
some questions. 

Police also found two iPhones in 
the bathroom and two BlackBerrys 
in the bedroom, Botha said, adding 
that none had been used to phone 
for help. Roux later suggested that 
a fifth phone, not collected by the 
police, was used by Pistorius to 
make calls for a hospital and help. 
After the hearing, Roux told jour¬ 
nalists that Pistorius' defense team 
had the phone, but did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

Guards at the gated community 
where Pistorius lives did call the 
athlete, Botha said. The detective 
said that all the athlete said was: 
"I'm all right." 

He didn't hang up, Botha said, 
and the guards heard him uncon¬ 
trollably weep. 

"Was it part of his premeditated 
plan, not to switch off the phone 
and cry?" Roux asked sarcasti¬ 
cally. 
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Bartolo Colon back with Athletics 


PHOENIX - Bartolo 
Colon knew he had failed 
a drug test for about six 
weeks before he got hit 
with a 50-game suspension 
last season. He made sev¬ 
eral starts for the Oakland 
Athletics while knowing he 
probably wouldn't partici¬ 
pate in the pennant race. 

"I continued to pitch, 
but my mind wasn't good," 
he said. Now that Colon 
is back in the clubhouse 
at spring training with the 
teammates he let down, 
the 39-year-old right-hand¬ 
er knows he can only earn 
peace of mind and forgive¬ 
ness by getting back in top 
form on the mound. 

Colon finally spoke 
Tuesday about his season¬ 
ending suspension for a 
positive testosterone test. 
Through a translator, the 
former Cy Young Award 
winner with 171 career vic¬ 
tories expressed regret for 


his past mistakes and hope 
for his future. 

"The only thing I can say 
about last year is I apolo¬ 
gize to everybody, even the 
fans, the team, the front of¬ 
fice about what happened," 
he said. The A's organiza¬ 
tion already has forgiven 
the veteran starter whose 
first season with Oakland 
ended prematurely. Not 
only did the unlikely AL 
West champions re-sign 
Colon, they gave him a 
raise with a $3 million, one- 
year contract. 

"I feel loved, because 
Oakland gave me the op¬ 
portunity to come back and 
be part of it again," he said. 

The Dominican veteran 
doesn't intend to call a 
team meeting to apologize 
to everybody. He said he'll 
speak to the A's individually 
about his past mistake and 
their future. 

"I talked to him before¬ 


hand, and I thought that 
was the proper way to go 
about it," Oakland manager 
Bob Melvin said. "He's not 
a guy that wants to call a 
team meeting. That's not 
his personality, but it's his 
personality to deal with 
guys individually, and he's 
done that to this point. I 
think he's handled every¬ 
thing so far to this point 
very well." Colon still must 
serve the last five games 
this season, costing him a 
turn in the rotation. Colon 
is expected to be a calming 
veteran presence in one of 
the majors' youngest start¬ 
ing rotations, but Oakland 
has plenty of starting depth 
with Brett Anderson, Jarrod 
Parker,Tommy Milone, A.J. 
Griffin and Dan Straily. 

Colon went 10-9 with a 
3.43 ERA in 24 starts last 
season, his 15th in the ma¬ 
jors. He pitched fairly well 
after learning of his positive 


test, going 4-2 after July 1 
while presumably not using 
banned substances. 

The A's were frustrated 
after losing Colon in mid- 
August, yet they stuck with 
him. Colon never claimed 
he had been the victim of 
a flawed test, accepting 
responsibility for getting 
caught with the banned 
substance. 

"We also know a little bit, 
based on what we've seen 
through last year, of the 
quality of the person," Mel¬ 
vin said. "He was really a 
great resource here, never 
a problem, always doing 
what you need him to do, 
and there for younger guys 
when they ask questions. 
Not the most vocal guy in 
the world, but leads by ex¬ 
ample and really was very 
good for us last year." 

The A's re-signed Colon 
after watching him throw 
in the offseason, with gen¬ 


eral manager Billy Beane 
believing Colon hadn't lost 
anything without his artifi¬ 
cial enhancements. Colon 
said he didn't speak to any 
other teams, staying with 
Oakland after getting the 
contract offer in November. 

Colon's absence forced 
the A's to scramble to 
make changes to their rota¬ 
tion, but the scrappy over¬ 
achievers handled it splen¬ 
didly. Oakland roared from 
behind to win the AL West 
on the final day of the reg¬ 
ular season, nosing past 
two-time league champion 
Texas and earning its first 
playoff spot since 2006. 

"That's why I feel so bad, 
because I couldn't be part 
of the team for the playoffs 
or the rest of the season," 
Colon said. "I feel so good 
that Oakland has given me 
the opportunity to come 
back. I'm happy they're giv¬ 
ing me this chance."
